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Mum moves into new home after 
tenants are evicted in fraud probe

A MUM moved into her new council home in 
time for Christmas and the New Year after 
Haringey Council’s tenancy fraud investigators 
evicted the previous tenants. 

Tracey Peart spent the festive season with her 
family in her new property in Stonebridge Road, 
Tottenham, after the house was recovered as part 
of an investigation into tenancy fraud. 

In the last three years, the council has recov¬ 
ered more than 170 homes being illegally sub¬ 
let - enabling families living in temporary 
accommodation to be housed permanently and 
saving the public purse more than £2million. 

Tenancy fraudsters were given a temporary 
two-month reprieve as part of a one-off council 
amnesty, allowing them to avoid prosecution by 
handing in their keys by December 20. 

Officers will now clamp down on those abus¬ 
ing council homes by illegally subletting them - 


allowing more families waiting for a home to 
move into a property. 

Jason Arthur, Haringey Council’s cabinet 
member for resources and culture, said: “Ille¬ 
gally subletting your council home stops fami¬ 
lies in real need from finding a home and I’m 
pleased that mums like Tracey have moved into 
new homes thanks to our work. 

“We’ve given those flouting the rules a one-off 
chance to avoid prosecution, but they should be 
aware that next year we will use every power we 
have to prosecute them.” 


Every home not occupied by the registered 
tenant costs taxpayers about £18,000 a year and 
figures show that 90,000 social homes nation¬ 
wide are subject to some form of tenancy fraud. 

A change in the law last year means that ten¬ 
ancy fraud is now a criminal offence - with a 
prison sentence or fine of up to £5,000 for those 
who flout the rules.

Residents back plans for Tottenham

FAR-REACHING regeneration plans for 
thousands of new homes as well as commu¬ 
nity spaces and leisure facilities in the 
shadow of Tottenham Hotspur’s rebuilt 
football stadium have been agreed after 
receiving strong backing from residents. 

A design masterplan framework for the High 
Road west area in north Tottenham, setting out 
expansive public spaces, 1,200 high-quality homes 
and revamped transport links, has been agreed by 
the council’s cabinet. 

The scheme, which Spurs’ £430million stadium 
rebuild helped kickstart, will transform the neigh¬ 
bourhood west of Tottenham High Road and 
includes a revamped White Hart Lane station and the 
demolition and rebuilding of the Love Lane Estate. 
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In consultation on the proposals, nearly 85 per 
cent of residents living on the Love Lane Estate, 
which will be demolished and rebuilt, and 69 
per cent of everyone who responded backed 
plans for modern homes with a mix of family¬ 
sized houses with gardens and maisonettes with 
private courtyards. 

More than three quarters of people who 
responded backed a revamped White Hart Lane 
station, with added support for plans for new 
business space, access to long-term employment 
opportunities and a major new public square. 

The square would boast an amphitheatre 
for community events and a new library 
and enterprise centre, surrounded by cafes, bars 
and restaurants. 

The plans build on initial consultation with 
the community last year, with changes directly 
based on feedback received through forms, pub¬ 
lic meetings and workshops with architects. 

All secure council tenants on the Love Lane 
Estate will be guaranteed a home at a social rent 
in the new development, with the council aim¬ 
ing to phase the work so residents only have to 
make one move - with their neighbours - into 
their new home. 

Alan Strickland, Haringey Council’s cabinet 
member for housing and regeneration, said: 
“This is such an important step in the regenera¬ 
tion of Tottenham and I’m pleased to have the 
support of hundreds of residents. 

“These plans are significant - a big step

towards improving the lives of local families 
and giving them the high-quality, modern 
homes they deserve. 

“We’ve listened closely to residents and 
traders during the last few years as these pro¬ 
posals have taken shape and I’m pleased that 
first-class new public spaces are alongside 
plans for new housing. 

“With the backing of local people, we have a 
once-in-a-generation chance to transform the 
opportunities for people in Tottenham. These 
plans will help us seize that opportunity.” 

The council will now work to secure a devel¬ 
opment partner for the project, which is subject 
to planning permission.

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Gang teenager stabbed man to 
death after being moved away

A TEENAGE gangster moved by the authorities from 
Enfield to Leicester for his own safety sparked a gang 
war in his new location which led to an innocent fam¬ 
ily being killed in a firebomb attack, it has emerged. 

The circumstances surrounding Hussain Hussain, 
who stabbed to death sports coach Antoin Akpom, in 
the East Midlands city in September 2013, have iden¬ 
tified shortcomings in the supervision of those sub¬ 
ject to gang prevention orders. 

Hours after the fatal stabbing, a gang of friends of 
Akpom, 20, tried to avenge his death by petrol bomb¬ 
ing the home of Abdul Karim, a friend of Hussain’s - 
but they mistakenly targeted a house two doors away, 
killing the 47-year-old wife of surgeon Tuafiq A1 Sat- 
tar and his three teenage children, aged 19,17 and 15. 

Enfield Council has confirmed details following 
a national newspaper investigation which revealed 
that Hussain, a Somali refugee, then aged 19, 
had been re-located weeks earlier to Leicester at 
taxpayers’ expense. 

He had been moved under multi-agency public pro¬ 
tection arrangements to “more suitable, safe, secure 
and appropriate permanent accommodation”. 

His brother, Mohammed Hussain, 19, a member of 
the Enfield Lock-based Get Money Gang, was shot 
dead in Bounces Road, Edmonton, in April last year 
by rivals from the Dem Africans gang after he had 
ventured onto opposition turf as violence between the 
two gangs escalated. 

Hussain Hussain was moved to Leicester after 
being released on licence from Feltham Young 
Offenders’ Institution in June 2013 where he had been 
sent after breaching the terms of a detention and train-

ing order and after being convicted of affray, violent 
disorder and possession of a knife in the London riots 
in 2011. 

Part of the conditions of his release was an injunc¬ 
tion banning him from entering Enfield “because of 
his known gang affiliation and the high risk of vio¬ 
lence if he returned”. 

Despite being the subject of the gang injunction 
when his probation ended the only supervision he was 
under was a voluntary scheme with Leicester City 
Council youth offending team. 

The risk posed by Hussain had already come to the 


attention of authorities in 2011 after he was ques¬ 
tioned, but released following the murder of 15-year- 
old Negus McClean, a member of the Dem Africans 
gang, who was chased down by a gang of seven 
hooded youths on bikes and stabbed to death in 
Bounces Road, Edmonton. 

The Get Money Gang and the Dem Africans have 
been responsible for scores of tit-for-tat stabbings. 

Hussain’s brother was shot dead on the eve of the 
Negus McClean trial at which all those convicted of 
murder were members of the Get Money Gang. 

In a statement, Enfield Council said that both 
Enfield and Leicester’s multi-agency public protec¬ 
tion arrangements had liaised during Hussain’s move 
and during the last few weeks of his licence - and that 
significant monitoring and liaison between youth 
offending services in Enfield and Leicester had taken 
place during the transfer and during the final month 
of the order, which expired on September 6, 2013. 

“Leicester was aware of the potential risk he posed,” 
said an Enfield Council spokesman. “His licence 
ended, at which time Enfield YOS involvement 
ended, and Leicester YOS offered, and were working 
with him, on a voluntary three-month support pro¬ 
gramme which had been in operation for a week when 
he offended again. 

“At the time the offence happened he was not on 
licence or under statutory supervision and there was 
no requirement for him to be monitored by either 
Leicester or Enfield councils. The only restrictions he 
was under was the gang injunction. 

“The cost of the move to Leicester was £800 a 
month for accommodation, which was covered by 
housing benefit,” he added. 

Hussain has been sentenced to 22 years in prison 
for murder. 
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Business gloom and benefits misery 


January 

IT was a far from happy start to 
the year for two independent 
businesses in the borough as 
Papylon, a kitchenware shop in 
Green Lanes, Winchmore Hill, 
and Ruby Blue, a retro gift 
shop, in Chase Side, Southgate, 
announced they would close by 
the end of the month. 

Both outlets were facing stiff 
competition from internet rivals 
and Ruby Blu owner Emma 
Chapman described her deci¬ 
sion to concentrate on online 
sales as a “tactical withdrawal 
rather than closure”. “If we kept 
going, we would have ended up 
in trouble,” said Mrs Chapman, 
who had won the retailer of the 
year award from Enterprise 
Enfield two months earlier. 


■ Figures revealed by the 
Department for Work and Pen¬ 
sions revealed that 1,548 house¬ 
holds in the borough had had 
their benefits cut since the 
£500-a-week cap came into 
force in 2013. 

Enfield was the worst-hit area 
in the country and the number 
of people who approached the 
Citizens’ Advice Bureau for 
help had risen from 2,649 
between July and September 
2012 to 3,500 over the same 
period last year. 

One of those suffering was 
father-of-three Safiulleh 
Hosseini, 44, of South Eastern 
Avenue, Edmonton, who 
was out of work as a result of 
a back problem and was 
experiencing a shortfall of 
£180 a month. 


■ A two-year-old boy died 
after being taken to Chase Farm 
Hospital by his mother, who had 
not realised that the accident 
and emergency unit had been 
closed down five weeks earlier. 

A nurse called 999 and an 
ambulance took Muhammad 
Hashir Naveed, who was “in 
cardiac arrest”, from Chase 
Farm, in The Ridgeway, 
Enfield, to North Middlesex 
University Hospital, in Sterling 
Way, Edmonton. 

Paramedics tried to resusci¬ 
tate the boy in the ambulance - 
but he was pronounced 
dead shortly after arriving at 
North Mid. 

Campaigners who had fought 
a long battle to save Chase 
Farm’s A&E called for the ser¬ 
vice to be reinstated.

February 

PROTESTERS battling to stop a housing devel¬ 
opment in Cockfosters stepped up their cam¬ 
paign by forming a human barrier to prevent two 
lorries being driven into the site in Cat Hill. 

They had been outraged the previous week when 
it emerged that L&Q was planning to start work on 
231 homes earmarked for the former Middlesex 
University campus before the end of the hiberna¬ 
tion period for a protected species of newt. 

Wildlife had thrived on the site since the uni¬ 
versity moved out four years ago - and despite 
the campaigners’ defiant efforts they were unable 
to prevent a bulldozer from getting on to the site 
the morning after their successful blockade. 

■ Businesses in Enfield Town expressed seri¬ 
ous concern at the possibility of cars being 
banned from Church Street as part of the bor¬ 


ough’s bid for money from the Mayor of Lon¬ 
don’s £100million “mini-Holland” fund. 

“They are worried they will lose passing traffic 
and about levels of congestion in Cecil Road,” 
said Mark Rudling, town centre manager for 
Enfield Business and Retailers’ Association. 

But Brian Corneloues, chairman of White- 
webbs Cycling Club and eastern regional 
board member of British Cycling, said that 
segregated cycle lanes would mean motorists 
would no longer have to watch out for bicycles at 
awkward junctions. 

■ A mother and daughter called for action over 


a drug dubbed “the forgotten thalidomide” which is 
believed to have caused thousands of children to be 
born with physical defects. 

Chris Gooch, 65, of Carnarvon Avenue, Enfield, 
was prescribed Primodos in 1970 when she made 
an appointment with her GP to check if she was 
pregnant.

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Parents still awaiting Hannah verdict 


March 

THE parents of a 20-year-old student 
who died while on holiday in the West 
Indies faced yet another delay in their 
quest for the truth. 

Hannah Defoe was electrocuted while 
swimming in a hotel pool on the island 
of St Lucia in July 2012 and an inquest 
which had been due to be heard at Bar- 
net Coroner’s Court was adjourn-d for a 
third time. It was decided that an inquest 
taking place in St Lucia must conclude 
before one begins in this country. 

The Defoe family’s barrister revealed 
that they had not heard when the St 
Lucian authorities would be calling key 
witnesses to the tragedy. 


■ Enfield Southgate Conservatives 
found themselves mired in more contro¬ 
versy after it was revealed that their 
election agent had written a litany of 
misogynistic comments on Lacebook. 

Stewart Green quit as the agent and as 
parliamentary assistant to the con¬ 
stituency’s MP, David Burrowes, after 
railing against women’s desire for 
equality in a series of posts on the social 
media site. 

The 26-year-old’s resignation - on the 
same day as International Women’s Day 
- came just a week after Tory councillor 
Chris Joannides was expelled from the 
national party in a row over Lacebook 
comments and images about Islam. 

■ A schoolgirl from Palmers Green 


threatened with deportation was 
granted a temporary reprieve to stay in 
the UK following a vibrant campaign 
by her fellow students. 

Yashika Bageerathi, 19, of Pox Lane, 
a pupil at Oasis Academy Hadley, in 
South Street, Ponders End, was at 
Gatwick airport on the verge of being 
flown to the island of Mauritius when 
British Airways staff refused to let her 
board the plane.

Winchmore Hill Sports Club sent 
out a letter to people living in nearby 
Firs Lane pointing out that it would 
not be taking responsibility for the 
consequences of balls being hit out of 
the ground.

William Henwood, who was standing 
in Enfield Town ward in the elections on 
May 22, was commenting on Twitter 
after the comedian had called for better 
representation of black and ethnic 
minorities in British cultural life. 

Political colleague Bill Price, who 
was also standing in the same ward 
for UKIP, distanced himself from the 
remarks, claiming that Mr Henwood 
was “clearly in the wrong party” 
and “should really be in the BNP 
or something”.

Flats hit by blaze 


May 

FIREFIGHTERS battled a 
fierce blaze in a block of flats in 
the heart of Enfield Town on a 
busy Saturday afternoon. 

Flames ripped through the 
ninth floor of Tower Point, in 
Sydney Road, just before 4pm. 

No one was hurt in the 
inferno, which damaged half of 
the ninth-floor flat, with three 
adults and two children escap¬ 
ing from the flat unharmed. 

London Fire Brigade said the 
cause of the blaze was thought 
to be accidental. 

Eight fire engines raced to the 
scene and the fire was brought 
under control in just over an

hour. Crews remained at the 
scene until 10.30pm. 

■ A combination of spending 
cuts and increasing demand 
meant increasing numbers of 
mental health patients were being 
discharged into bed and breakfast 
accommodation, we revealed. 


An investigation by the 
Health Service Journal revealed 
that the Barnet, Enfield and 
Haringey Mental Health Trust 
spent £264,000 on discharging 
patients into B&Bs in the ten 
months to January 2014. 

Alev Cazimoglu, ward coun¬ 
cillor for Enfield Highway and 
former chairwoman of Enfield 
Council’s health and well-being 
scrutiny panel, said: “This 
money should go into front-line 
patient care - it doesn’t make 
economic sense. 

“I urge the government to 
look immediately at funding 
and deliver the promise they 
made that someone with mental 
health problems gets the same 
level of care and sup¬ 
port as someone with a 
physical illness.” 

■ LABOUR was 
celebrating after 
increasing its majority 
in the local elections. 

The final count of 
Labour councillors 
was 41, to 22 Con' 
servatives. UKIP 
failed to win a seat, 
despite enjoying suc¬ 
cess in other parts of 
the country. 

Labour group leader 
Doug Taylor said: 
“The residents of 
Enfield have recog¬ 
nised that the Labour 
council has done a 
good job over the last 
four years.”

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Spitting laws take effect - while 
psychic piranha hits the target 


June 

A TRIO of offenders found themselves before the 
courts after becoming the first people to fall foul 
of tough new anti-spitting laws. 

Iqbal Chowdhury, 29, of St James Road, 
Edmonton, and Dawid Toczek, 29, of Winchester 
Road, Edmonton, were each ordered by 
Tottenham magistrates to pay a fine of £50, 
a £20 victim surcharge and £20 costs, while 18- 
year-old Tyrone Obanishola, of Volta Close, 
Edmonton, was found guilty in his absence and 
told to pay a £160 fine, £100 in costs and a £20 
victim surcharge. 

Chris Bond, Enfield Council’s cabinet member 
for environment, said: “The message is simple - 


if you spit in Enfield, we’ll prosecute you.” 

■ A desperate mother claimed she and her chil¬ 
dren had been left stranded in their Freezywater 
home after months of unsuccessful efforts to 
move to a new address, far away from an abusive 
ex-partner.

July 

THE long saga about the future of Chase 
Farm Hospital reached a new turning 
point as it was officially handed over to 
the Hampstead-based Royal Free Fondon 


NHS Foundation Trust. 

But whether the takeover would benefit 
patients was questioned by campaigners, 
who had fought an unsuccessful battle to 
stop the downgrading of the A&E and

maternity units at Chase Farm, in The 
Ridgeway, Enfield, before promised 
improvements in primary care had been 
implemented. In advance of the acquisi¬ 
tion, the Royal Free made it clear plans 
were afoot to sell part of the Chase Farm 
site and redevelop services across a 
smaller footprint in new buildings. 

■ Parents campaigning for “local 
schools for local children” were deeply 
disappointed to learn that a bid to set up a 
new free school on Enfield’s border with 
Barnet had failed. 

Ashmole Academy had applied for 
funding to build the new school on its sec¬ 
ondary school site, in Cecil Road, South- 
gate, but their bid was rejected by the 
Department for Education. 

Enfield Council had acknowledged the 
need for more primary school places and 
announced plans the previous week to 
expand Bowes Primary School, in Bowes 
Road, New Southgate - but campaigners 
said those proposals would not help fami¬ 
lies in Southgate and Palmers Green. 

■ A scheme was outlined to heat thou¬ 
sands of homes across the borough via a 
council-run company using the waste 
from an industrial plant. 

The long-term plan is for the Fee Valley 
Heat Network to harness the waste from 
the Edmonton EcoPark, in Advent Way, in 
the form of heat and steam and deliver it 
to housing estates through an underground 
network of pipes. 

Enfield Council aimed to heat the rede¬ 
veloped Ladderswood estate, in New 
Southgate, by energy generated this way - 
before moving on to the first phase of the

August 

A MEETING of the Enfield Con¬ 
servation Area Study Group heard 
about reservations concerning the 
proposals to make the borough 
more cycle friendly. 

Traffic consultant Ben Hamilton- 
Baillie told the meeting about 
schemes he had worked on in which 
streetscapes were stripped back and 
signs, kerbs, road markings and 
traffic lights were jettisoned - 
allowing cyclists, pedestrians and 
motorists to freely mix in the same 
space - and he urged residents to be 
open-minded about two-way traffic 
in Cecil Road, in Enfield Town. 

However, Linda Miller, of 
Raleigh Road, questioned if Enfield 
Council’s original plans would 
work and said that officers had been 
badly advised. 

■ A councillor called on the 
Mayor of London to step in and do 
something before “someone gets 
killed” by cars being raced along 
Great Cambridge Road. 

Nick Dines, from Chase ward, 
said that the races, which police 
insisted they had clamped down on 


last year, had reached new and 
unacceptable levels. 

The “meets” - as they are often 
referred to by the speedsters - take 
place at the weekend after the racers 
meet in the car parks on industrial 
centres along the A10. 

Mr Dines had written to Boris 
Johnson and was hopeful City Hall 
might step into the breach if local 
police resources were stretched. 

■ A report from the Care Quality 
Commission revealed that North 
Middlesex University Hospital 
was struggling to cope in the after- 
math of the downgrade of Chase 
Farm Hospital. 

Dead bodies were being stored in 
temporary fridges, said the report, 
and managers had been forced to 
“firefight issues” since the contro¬ 
versial closure of the A&E depart¬ 
ment at Chase Farm, in The 
Ridgeway, Enfield, nine months 
earlier. 

And Enfield Southgate MP David 
Burrowes revealed that he had been 
left in agony on a trolley for more 
than 12 hours after being rushed to 
North Mid, in Sterling Way, 
Edmonton, with acute appendicitis.

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Labour councillor is suspended; and 
man is charged after horrific attack 



September 

A 25-YEAR-OLD man from Ponders 
End was charged with murder after 
grandmother Palmira Silva was 
attacked in the back garden of her 
home in Edmonton. 

Nicholas Salvador, of Gilda Avenue, 
declined to appear by video link at the 
Old Bailey and was refused bail by 
Judge Brian Barker QC, Recorder 
of London. 

He had been arrested in Nightingale 
Road after armed police officers 
descended on the street following the 
death of Mrs Silva, 82. 

Eyewitnesses described the police 
operation as “bigger than the Totten¬ 
ham riots” as officers desperately tried 
to lead bystanders to safety. 

“I have never seen that many police 
officers anywhere before,” said one 
Nightingale Road resident. “They 
were knocking on doors, trying to get 
people out, and if no one answered 
they used battering rams to break the 
door down.” 

■ Squatters and environmental cam¬ 
paigners occupying the former Mid¬ 


dlesex University campus, in Cat Hill, 
Cockfosters, were removed after the 
developers building 231 homes on the 
site were granted a possession order 
by a judge. 

One of the protesters, from Hun¬ 
gary, said she was determined to stay 
and set up camp on the grass verge 
alongside the main road. 

Resident Kim Coleman, from the 
Save Cat Hill campaign, said: “We 
will not give up. We will keep resist¬ 
ing this development because what 
they are doing is just not right.” 

She praised police officers at the 
scene but added that bailiffs had rifled 
through protesters’ belongings and 
“left them lying everywhere”. 

■ Labour councillor Haydar Ulus 
was suspended by the national party 
after being accused of assaulting 
another man. 

The charge of assault occasioning 
actual bodily harm related to an 
alleged incident in February, three 
months before Mr Ulus, the 3 5-year- 
old head of an Edmonton-based man¬ 
agement company, was elected to the 
council for Haselbury ward.

Michel’s flat misery 


October 

KIDNEY patient Michel Dindoyal 
said he was “at the end of his 
tether” as he tried to move to 
larger accommodation. 

Michel, 39, was left frustrated 
after fruitless attempts to secure a 
succession of three-bedroom proper¬ 
ties on the register of social landlord 
Enfield Homes. 

Speaking at the one-bedroom flat 
he shared with wife Tracy and her 
16-year-old daughter in Barrowfield 
Close, Edmonton, he said: “My 
treatment is costing thousands of 
pounds. I could save myself and the 
taxpayer a huge amount of money if 
I can have treatment at home.” 


■ The Advertiser backed efforts 
by the family of Hannah Defoe to 
get justice for the student, who died 
during a holiday in St Lucia. 

Hannah, 20, who lived in Winch- 
more Hill with her parents and 
brother and who was a cousin of for¬ 
mer Spurs and England footballer 
Jermain Defoe, lost her life after she 
was electrocuted when she jumped 
into a pool at the Juliette’s Lodge 
hotel in Vieux Fort. 

Her family was left in despair after 
delays to an inquest in St Lucia 
forced the adjournment of the equiv¬ 
alent UK hearing for the fifth time. 

Solicitor Jannice Brennan said: 
“All Mr and Mrs Defoe want is to get 
justice for Hannah and to find out 


the truth of their daughter’s death.” 

■ Mum Chris Gooch was cele¬ 
brating after the government agreed 
to set up a panel to look into a drug 
blamed for causing birth defects. 

Mrs Gooch, of Carnarvon Avenue, 
Enfield, believes her daughter’s dis¬ 
ability was caused by the medication 
Primodos - and her case was taken 
up by her MP, Nick de Bois, who 
chairs the all-party group on hor¬ 
mone pregnancy testing. 

During a parliamentary debate, the 
MP for Enfield North said: “Primo¬ 
dos contained a higher concentration 
of hormones than the morning-after 
pill but was given to pregnant 
women. Questions urgently need to 
be asked.”

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Park plans prompt 
an angry response 


November 

RESIDENTS reacted with fury when plans to 
leave parks in the borough unlocked overnight 
were proposed by the council. 

Many said that unlocked gates would result in 
a complete breakdown of law and order in the 
parks after dark as anyone would be able to get 
into the green spaces. 

Then, just a few weeks later, their fears 
seemed to be realised when arsonists struck at a 
playground after dark one night. 

The children’s play area in Grovelands Park, in 
Southgate, was set alight causing hundreds of 
pounds’ worth of damage. 

■ A teaching union was threatening to refer the 
entire governing body of Lea Valley High School 
to Ofsted over concerns regarding staff welfare. 

The stand-off between the NUT and governors 
at the specialist sports college, in s Lane, 
Enfield, erupted after the union delivered a 
dossier of complaints to the director of chil¬ 
dren’s services at Enfield Council. 

The local authority responded by appointing 
an independent investigator, who compiled a 43- 
page report, which was in turn passed on to the 
governing body. 

Stuart McNamara, secretary of the Enfield 
branch of the NUT, claimed governors were “sit¬ 
ting” on this document, adding: “Unless the 
chairman of the board of governors can tell us 
exactly what steps they are taking, we are going 
to refer the matter to Ofsted.” 

■ An Edmonton vicar was celebrating after 
his church, All Saints, in Church Street, Edmon¬ 
ton, was awarded a massive cash windfall to

AN acclaimed chain of free schools hit the headlines 
after it was revealed that three members of its manage¬ 
ment team had been suspended. 

Former education secretary Michael Gove said that 
Patricia Sowter “ran schools better than the council” 
when he had visited Cuckoo Hall Primary Academy, in 
Cuckoo Hall Lane, Edmonton. 

But we revealed that Mrs Sowter, executive headteacher 
of the Cuckoo Hall Academies Trust, her husband and 
trust director Phil and Sharon Ahmet, headteacher of the 
primary school, had been suspended by chairwoman of 
the board of governors Sharon Efthymiou. 

As we later revealed on the enfield-today website, Mrs 
Efthymiou was herself removed from her position after 
the board of trustees voted unanimously that she should 
not be involved in the investigation. 

■ Lord Robert Winston paid a visit to the City Learn¬ 
ing Centre, in Enfield, and fielded questions about cli¬ 
mate change and the finer points of physics from an 
enthusiastic group of ten-year-olds. 

“What makes the Earth warm up the most?” and “If 
the sun is a star, why isn’t it dead yet?” were just two of 
the questions primary school children asked the profes¬ 
sor of science and society and emeritus professor of fer¬ 
tility studies at Imperial College London.

Pearsons 
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Labour hopeful’s ‘outrage’ 
at hospital rebuild cutback

A PARLIAMENTARY hopeful has reacted with 
fury to the news that a wing of Chase Farm Hospi¬ 
tal will not be treated to the same revamp as the 
rest of the site. 

Joan Ryan, Labour’s prospective candidate for 
Enfield North, said that in a pre-Christmas meet¬ 
ing on the redevelopment plans Andrew Panniker, 
the director of capital and estates for the Royal 
Free Hospital Trust, admitted that the current out¬ 
patients’ wing - Highlands - would not be 
included in the multi-million-pound scheme. 

Although the Highlands wing was initially pen¬ 
cilled in as part of the revamp, it has now emerged 
that the building will be mothballed while the trust 
concentrates on developing and redevelopment 
other areas. 

Ms Ryan said that the decision to close the wing 
rather than redevelop it was “outrageous”. 

She added: “The proposals for the redevelopment 
of Chase Farm Hospital were small to begin with. 

“Now they are smaller still with the announce¬ 
ment of the closure of the Highlands wing. After 
all the public consultation that has taken place, it is 
outrageous to radically reduce the plans in this 
way, just months before the rebuild begins. 

“It is not the first time that the Tories have run 
down and sold off our health facilities. The War 
Memorial Hospital and Highlands Hospital were 
both closed under the Tories. I fear they are trying 
to do something similar again.” 

The Highlands Hospital site, in Winchmore Hill, 
was sold off to developers in 1993 with the 
proceeds of going towards the erection of the 



Highlands wing at Chase Farm Hospital, in The 
Ridgeway, Enfield. 

Ms Ryan also took issue with the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s assertion during Prime Minister’s questions 
that the government was giving £230million to the 
Chase Farm redevelopment. 

Mr Cameron was responding to a question from 
David Burrowes, the MP for Enfield Southgate, 
who asked: “Will the Prime Minister confirm that, 
owing to the long campaign led by my honourable 
friend, the member for Enfield North (Nick de

Bois), my constituents can have extended urgent 
care this winter and can look forward to the 
rebuilding, at long last, of Chase Farm Hospital 
in the new year? 

The Prime Minister replied that the site 
would be improved with a multi-million-pound 
cash boost. 

However, Ms Ryan said: “The Prime Minister 
got it wrong at PMQs when he said the govern¬ 
ment had set aside £23 Om for Chase Farm. 

“Only £100m is coming from the government, 
with the rest provided through land sales and 
by the Royal Free. Much of this money will 
be used to sustain services only, rather than 
improving them.” 

While Ms Ryan, who was the Enfield North 
MP from 1997 to 2010, welcomed the news 
hat the urgent care centre would now have 
longer opening times, she said that it did not go 
far enough. 

“Urgent care needs upgrading as well as longer 
opening hours,” she added. 

A spokeswoman for the Royal Free Hospital 
Trust said: “Our most recent calculation has 
revealed that it would be more economical and 
it would provide us with higher quality clinical 
space, if we were to deliver all our services 
in new buildings, rather than adapting the 
Highlands wing. 

“We are committed to delivering the services 
detailed in the Barnet, Enfield and Haringey 
clinical strategy.”

MPs welcome 
funding boost

MPs have welcomed a 
massive funding boost 
for health services in 
the borough with local 
services getting a 
windfall pay-out. 

In the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer’s 
autumn statement last 
month, George 

Osborne announced 
that certain clinical 
commissioning groups 
across the borough 
would benefit from an 
increase in funding. 

And last week it was 
announced that NHS 
England had decided 
that Enfield would 
receive more than 
seven per cent extra 
funding with a new 
allocation of £360,706 
for the next financial 
year, 2015/16. 

NHS England was 
given discretion to 
boost the funding in 
boroughs that were 
identified as strug¬ 
gling to cope with increased population and 
reduced hospital services, such as Enfield, 
where residents have complained about lack 
of primary care provision in the wake of 
the downgrading of Chase Farm Hospital, in 
The Ridgeway. 

Enfield North MP Nick de Bois, whose con¬ 
stituents were particularly affected by the clo¬ 
sure of the Chase Farm A&E and maternity 
units, said: “We have campaigned for a boost 
in funding such as this and I am pleased with 
this decision which comes after years of 
underfunding going back as far as 2001.” 

His Conservative colleague David Bur¬ 
rowes, the MP for Enfield Southgate, echoed 
Mr de Bois’s statement and added: “I am 
pleased that Enfield is at last getting its fair 
slice of the cake with one of the highest allo¬ 
cations in London.” 

The news of the funding boost came in the 
same week that Enfield Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group announced that opening hours at 
the urgent care centre at Chase Farm Hospital 
would be extended. 

The centre will open from 8am to 10pm 
seven days a week from the end of December 
and will operate these new hours until the 
CCG’s review of urgent care services in 
Enfield, due to be carried out in the summer. 
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Free school chain’s trust removes its chairwoman 


THE chairwoman of a schools’ trust board who 
suspended three senior members of staff has 
been removed from the position. 

Parents have been informed in a letter that the 
board of the Edmonton-based Cuckoo Hall 
Academies Trust had agreed unanimously that 
Andry Efthymiou would “no longer be 
involved” in the trust or any of its schools until 
the current investigation by the Department for 
Education into allegations of gross misconduct 
was concluded. 

Last month the Advertiser revealed that the 
trust’s executive headteacher Patricia Sowter, 


her husband Phil Sowter, who is one of the 
trust’s directors, and the headteacher of Cuckoo 
Hall Primary Academy Sharon Ahmet had been 
suspended by Ms Efthymiou. 

A Department for Education spokesman said 
that he could not comment on the “wide- 
reaching” investigation. 

In the letter sent to parents the trust board’s 
interim chief Marino Charalambous said: 
“Despite recent difficulties, we all remain com¬ 
pletely committed to providing the best possible 
education for your children across our five 
academies and will do everything we can to 


minimise any disruption caused.” 

A spokesman for the trust said it was “work¬ 
ing hard to ensure that CHAT schools continued 
to operate as normal.” 

He added: “The board will continue to assist 
the investigation until it is completed in the 
new year.” 

In a letter sent to parents last month Ms 
Efthymiou said that the management team was 
working with the Department for Education, 
school inspectors Ofsted and Enfield Council 
while the suspensions were in place. 

A week later she announced that one of 


its existing deputy headteachers, David Penkert, 
was covering the role of headteacher and 
was working closely with the other deputy, 
Phillip Pearce, and the senior management 
team “to ensure the normal smooth running of 
the academy.” 

In 2010, the then Secretary of State for 
Education Michael Gove was at the 
official launch of the upgraded Cuckoo 
Hall Academy. 

Three years later Mr Gove said that Mrs 
Sowter ran schools “better than the local 
authority” and had a “luminous intelligence”. 



Super Mario’s still going 
strong - a decade after 
life-saving transplant 

Survivor urges more to consider organ donation

TEN years ago a very sick Mario 
Scannella was told that he would 
be dead by Christmas unless he 
had a heart transplant - now he is 
urging people to add their names to 
the organ donation register to give 
other seriously ill people the gift 
of life. 

His heart transplant came after a 
very difficult few months as he 
became gravely ill. 

His wife Amanda had just had 
their first son Oliver, but Mr Scan¬ 
nella had been feeling very unwell 
for months as doctors tried to dis¬ 
cover what was wrong. 

He said: “I could not walk very 
well, I was out of breath. I literally 
had no energy, my life had 
shut down.” 

The 44-year-old mechanic, from 
Winchmore Hill, eventually had a 
heart operation, but was still feel¬ 
ing unwell when he was rushed 
into intensive care suffering from 
cardiomyopathy, an unusual form 


of heart failure. He said: “They 
gave me a bag of pills and said if 
you don’t have a heart transplant 
you’ll be dead by Christmas.” 

Despite his apprehension ,he 
joined the waiting list and had two 
false alarms that a suitable organ 
might be available before he was 
given a new heart after just a six- 
week wait. 

His life was transformed after 
the surgery and Mr Scanella, of 
Woodland Way, is encouraging 
people to join the donor list. 

He said: “I would say to people, 
just join the organ donation regis¬ 
ter. What better gift than giving 
your organ to save someone else’s 
life. I can’t think of a better thing 
to do. 

“We all like to give presents and 
make someone happy. Just think, 
an organ donation could save 
someone’s life.” 

This Christmas, Mr Scannella 
celebrated with his three boys, 
Oliver, ten, Dominic, nine, and 
Eliot, five - an event which would 
have been impossible without the 


gift of a new heart. In July, he 
marked the decade since the opera¬ 
tion with a 65-mile charity bike 
ride with his friends to raise money 
for Papworth Hospital Charity 
in Cambridgeshire. 

He trained at the gym at 
Enfield’s David Lloyd Centre, in 
Carterhatch Lane, and on the roads 
around the borough. The team 
completed the route from London 
to Cambridge in four hours and 20 
minutes and raised £1,600. 

However, while a heart transplant 
transformed his life, there are 25 
other people in Enfield this year 
who are on the organ transplant list 
and a further 17 people from the 
borough have died in the past four 
years as they awaited a transplant. 

Mr Scannella said he would like 
more people to sign up to the organ 
donor register to help give other 
seriously ill people the chance of a 
new lease of life.

A NEWLY-refurbished maternity ward opened in 
time for Christmas, marking the end of a five-year¬ 
long, £200million programme to modernise North 
Middlesex University Hospital.

The 31-bed ward moved from its temporary loca¬ 
tion in the Pymmes building at the North Mid to its 
new home in the tower building at the hospital, in 
Sterling Way, Edmonton. 

It is kitted out with single, double and four-bedded 
bays with en suite bathrooms and a television by 
every bed. There is also a nursery, a training room 
and a discharge lounge and deep armchairs for dads 
to use when they spend the night at the ward. 

Mother Rhiannan Hooper, from Enfield, was one 
of 14 women who were transferred to the new ward 
on December 20. 

She gave birth to a girl the day before and was one 
of the first to try out the new ward. 

She said: “It makes such a difference to mums to 
have a lovely place to be looked after in.” 

Ward matron Stella Roberts said: “The maternity 
team did a fantastic job moving our mums and their 
babies in. We made the ward change in a single day.” 

The ward change is the last in the five-year, 
£200m modernisation plan, which included 
expanding the accident and emergency department 
and opening new children’s, medical and surgical 
and stroke wards. 

The multi-million-pound scheme means that 80 
per cent of the services are now provided from facil¬ 
ities which are less than six years old. 

The latest work also marks the end of a year-long 
development as part of the Barnet, Enfield and 
Haringey clinical strategy at North Mid.

Pochettino expecting a quiet 
transfer window for Tottenham 


HEAD coach Mauricio Poche¬ 
ttino is expecting a quiet January 
transfer window for Tottenham 
Hotspur. 

The club confirmed last 
week that American right-back 
DeAndre Yedlin, who officially 
signed for Spurs over the sum¬ 
mer, will finally make the move 
to White Hart Lane when the 
transfer window officially opens. 

But Pochettino has claimed that 
he is happy with his squad and 
insists that he will not put chair¬ 
man Daniel Levy under any pres¬ 
sure to make further signings. 

“January is not about whether 
we sign a player or not,” he said. 
“I am happy with my squad and I 
never put pressure on the club to 
sign a player. 

“As head coach I try to explain 
to the chairman and the sporting 
director my thoughts, and after 
that we decide together what is 
best for the club. 

“DeAndre is a young player 
with great potential who has 
already achieved a lot in Major 
League Soccer. 

“It is important for his develop¬ 
ment that he is given time to adapt 


to his new surroundings both on 
and off the pitch, and we believe 
that by coming to us in January it 
will give him the best opportu¬ 
nity to do so.” 

And Pochettino expressed his 
satisfaction at Spurs’ performan¬ 
ces in their two matches in the 
past week, with Sunday’s 0-0 
draw against Manchester United 
following on from a 2-1 victory 
at Leicester City on Boxing Day. 

“The second half against 
United was very good,” he said. 
“Our fitness level was very good 
and that showed we’re in a good 
moment. We made a big effort 
and for that, congratulations to 
the players. 

“I was happy with the result at 
Leicester, the three points were 
so important for us. We’ve 
showed character in every game, 
and it’s important to keep this 
feeling. 

“It was a very tough game. We 
scored early and managed the 
first 30 minutes very well, but 
you need to kill the game off. 
Leicester started to push, to play 
better and the second half was 
very difficult for us.”

HARRY KANE insists that 
Tottenham Hotspur do not fear 
anyone as they get set to enter¬ 
tain Premier League leaders 
Chelsea on New Year’s Day. 

Spurs continued their encou¬ 
raging run of form by holding 
third-placed Manchester United 
to a 0-0 draw on Sunday to leave 
them seventh in the table. 

And Kane believes that they 
do now have the confidence to 
take on the top sides feeling that 
they can get a positive result. 

“Mentally, we were beaten 
before we stepped out on the 
pitch because we were up against 
a bigger-named team,” he said. 
“That isn’t the case any more. 

“We need to go into these 
games believing we can win. 
We haven’t done it in the past 
few years, but that is something 
that has got to change. 

“We have to change and 
believe we have got the ability 
to win these games. Players 
mentally have experienced los¬ 
ing and don’t want it to happen 


again against these big teams. 

“We’re confident at the 
moment. We’re winning games 
so why not? These are going to 
be tough games, but we’re 
ready for it and going for three 
points. The manager has built 
confidence and belief. The lads 
have taken to it and there is 
nothing better than the big 
games at home.” 

Tottenham head into 2015 just 
two points adrift of the top four, 
and Kane is hopeful that they 
can make a real push for Cham¬ 
pions League qualification over 
the second half of the season. 

“Getting in that top four is 
tough.” he added. “There are 
some top teams that want to get 
into it. You’ve got to put in good 
performances and get wins at the 
end of the day, but it’s exciting. 

“Lor us, we’d like it to be as 
easy as possible, but we’re 
aware it’s not going to be easy 
this year. We’ve got to forget 
all the other sides and just get 
as many wins as we can and see 
where it takes us. 

“The top four is wide open at 
the minute. There are a lot of 


teams in the hunt, so we just 
need to keep performing and 
keep focused, get some wins and 
see where it puts us in the table. 

“There is so much football to 
be played. It’s still wide open for 
anyone who puts on a good run.” 

Sunday’s clash saw Hugo 
Lloris named man of the match 
after making a string of fine 
saves in the first half, but Spurs 
improved in the second period 
and the keeper was delighted 
with the effort that they put in. 

“We finished the game stron¬ 
ger than United physically,” he 
said. “I think overall the draw 
was fair because in the first half 
they had some good chances but 
we were strong and, after that, 
we know we have the quality to 
score a goal at any moment. 

“The spirit was great, we 
fought all the way and at the 
end we were close to scoring. 
That was important for the 
confidence. 

“We need to keep going 
because there is another big 
game against Chelsea. We need 
to recover well and to prepare 
in the best way possible.”
